Halo: The Oracle Project 

The Oracle Project was designed by the late Catherine Halsey as a way 
to store information on the brain, creating a human computer through 
biological augmentation. This process is used to create a more 
effective field operative with vast on hand knowledge for ready use 
in the field. Oracle's have access to any known database via wireless 
signal or direct uplink, weapons code, enemy specs, much like an 
A. I., with a reduced risk of Rampancy. Subjects for The Oracle 
Project are tested at a young age and must have a base IQ of 165 in 
order to survive the biological augmentation and neurological 
overwrite . 

Due to the massive overload of memory cells to replace with UNSC's 
Massive Computer, UNSC was unable to eliminate all of the bugs, risks 
include: Elashbacks, DSM-IV (Repressed Memory), Unsystematic Shutdown 
and if introduced to a high enough EMP, possible brain death. Since 
they are a higher form of Human/Artificial Intelligence, The Oracle 
project has since made A.i.'s obsolete, making them more effective 
for combat, and more versatile in the field. 

Each Oracle is hand picked for their SPARTAN counterpart at age 18 in 
Male/Eemale partnerships, as the co-ed partnership is found to be the 
most successful. The first step to partnership is a mental link, 
which must be maintained once every 48 hours or The Oracle will 
experience side effects of Rampancy and a possible break in the 
mental wall, causing equipment failure. If The Oracle's SPARTAN 
partner is KIA, The Oracle must be reset within 48 hours or 
deterioration will begin. The "Brain Link" is also a way to share 



information from The Oracle to the SPARTAN such as Area Maps, 
etc . 

Each Oracle is identifiable by the Input Device at the base of the 
skull, as well as their service code on the inside of their right 
wrist. The Input Device is used for the initial "Brain Link," as well 
as linking to their VALKERJA armor. The VALKERJA class Armor was 
developed specifically for The Oracle Project. The VALKERJA armor is 
a modified version of the MJOLNIR class armor with multiple uplink 
ports for easy access to computer mainframes. The VALKERJA class 
armor directly connects with its Oracle wearer, via the Input Device 
at the base of the skull. It is Reconnaissance class armor, therefore 
it is lighter in weight, allowing The Oracle freer range of motion, 
however its durability is slightly less than that of MJOLNIR 
class . 

Since the Oracle is officially classified as human, they still 
experience human emotions, and even maintain their original 
personality traits, making them more personable than an A. I. and 
better suited for partnership.
